F A R M E R S A N D T H E T A R I F F 
BU N C O .

From the New York E vening Post: 
W hat do the farm ers get out of the 
new protection that, under the em er­ 
gency tariff, has been theirs more 
than a year? 
Glum Illinois agricul­ 
turists, selling oats a t 87 per cent 
of prewar normal, w heat 99 per cent 
an d corn at 106 per cent, w’ould say 
that its effects have not been sta rt­ 
lingly beneficial. 
W ashington has 
ju st announced th a t E urope's wheat 
crop is 230,000,000 bushels smaller 
than last year's, a statem ent th a t 
would ordinarily make the farm er • 
ru b his hands. 
But the announce­ 
m ent finds Wallace’s F arm er dole­ 
fully asserting that it is no use for 
farm ers to raise more w heat than we 
consume a t home, since the new tariff 
renders it impossible for Europe to 
buy. 
And at this juncture the tariff 
commission steps out with an exhibi­ 
tion of just how little the farm er 
gained from the emergency tariff. A 
few farm groups, it finds have bene­ 
fited. 
But how few compared with 
our total of 6,448,366 farm s, and at 
what a price! 


The com grower is told by the 
commission that in the nature of 
things a country which produces well 
over three billions of the w orld’s 
normal production of four 
billion 
bushels can expect “ no change trace­ 
able 
to the duties” . 
“ We 
export 
largely; our imports are almost nil, 
consisting of a little flinty A rgentine 
com that we do not grow. 
Coi n is 
the very backbone of our agriculture. 
In Illinois and Iowa alone almost 
2 0 ,000,000 acres were devoted to it 
in 1920, and it is a mainstay of the 
fa rm e r from Texas to lower Minne­ 
sota.” 


There is ju st as little com fort for 
the general stock grower in the tariff 
commission’s statem ent that “ the e f ­ 
fects of the duties on cattle, beef 
an d veal are not certain”— it does 
n o t think pork 
worth 
mentioning. 
Since, in 1921 our exports of fresh 
beef, veal, pork and lard were just 
short of 500,000 tons, while our im­ 
ports were 16,000 tons, we hardly 
needed a tariff commission to give 
us this information. 
Oats are not 
mentioned 
we are an oats-export- 
in g nation. 
The emergency cotton 
duty “ had no effect on the bulk of 
the cotton crop of this country,” for 
we do not 
import 
cotton. 
It did 
benefit a handful of growers of the 
Egyptian type of cotton in irrigated 
lands of the far Southwest, but only 
to the extent of 
steadying the m ar­ 
k e t.” 


W hat then are the crops that bene­ 
fitted ? 
There remains wheat. 
Last 
year we produced an exportable sur­ 
plus of about 160,000,000 bushels. 
D uring the first half of the year we 
exported over three times as much 
w heat as we imported and nearly ten 
tinges as m any barrels of flour as 
we imported. 
For growers of winter 
w heat a tariff can not do the remotest 
good. 
We do need some hard spring 
w heat for blending, and iv growers 
a re helped. 
But they can be helped 
iii only limited degree, for wheat 
prices are fixed in the world market, 
n o t the m arket at home. 
Moreover] 
we raise 
only 
one-third as 
mui h 
spring w heat as w inter w heat; its 
cultivation is restricted to a small 
no rth ern area, and the whole Ameri­ 
can a- reage approxim ates the cora 
acreage of a half dozen states. 


The tariff commission finds that 
sugar grow ers and wool growers are 
benefitted by the tariff. 
That fact 
every one knew. 
Tariff protection 
for them is nothing novel, the only 
question being w hether it shall be 
reasonable or 
unreasonable. 
But 
the wool and sugar grow ers are fa r 
smaller group*, com pared with the 
6,500,000 American farm ers taken 
as a body, than even the spring wheat 
growers. 
To benefit those minor groups— 
the tariff commission names no others 
— the great mass of American farm ­ 
ers have agreed to a general tariff 
wall which robs their form er cus­ 
tom ers of half of their ability to buy 
American farm products. 
The joint 
congressional commission which re­ 
ported December I I last year upon 
“ the agricultural 
crisis” 
declared 
that the depression was mainly due 
to the failing purchasing power of 
the world, which registered itself in 
a depressed export demand. 
We 
have done our best to hasten and 
confirm 
that 
fall 
by 
forbidding 
Europe to sell us anything in pay­ 
ment for retu rn purchases. 
But the 
tariff wall does more than impair the 
E uropean market. It affords a screen 
behind which \m erican m anu factu r­ 
ers from whom the farm er m ust buy 
constantly, 
can 
and 
do 
increase 
prices. 
The boots he pulls on, the 
shirt he wears, the plate from which 
he eats, the wagon in which he rides, 
the tools he uses for tillage, all go 
up. 
Fhe North Dakota senators, Mc* 
< um ber and Ladd, who 
did 
their 
share in fooling the farm er, might 
well turn to a standard treatise cal­ 
led “ Rural Sociology,” by Professor 
John Morris Gillette of the I niver- 
sity of North Dakota. 
In that book 
they will find the statem ent that a 
high protective tariff is grave injury 
to the farm er, for prices of the goods 
lie 
ells are fixed in the world m ar­ 
ket and those of the goods he buys 
in the protected home market. 
It 
is a tru th of which all American 
farm ers will be rapidly and bitterly 
convinced.

articles on “ How the South Can Make 
and Maintain a Profitable Price for 
Cotton” , By W. B. YEARY, Dallas, 
Texas.) 
The first fundam ental step in m ak­ 
ing and maintaining a profitable price 
for cotton is for the farm ers and the 
interested public to understand and 
get clear in their minds what farm ing 
i . 
I he fa n n e r has not been looked 
upon as a business man. 
In fact the 
Way he ha- Cond rn ted the business 
end of hi. business would justify 
thai impn 
ion. 
A 
good 
business 
man knows to the fraction of a cent 
what his goods or wares cost him, 
including all kinds of expense. 
To 
this he adds a profit and will not sell 
fo r less. 
But 
few 
farm ers 
know 
even approxim ately what their pro­ 
ducts cost them, 
lf they did, having 
no voice in making the price it would 
do no good to know. 
But if they 
find the cost annually, which is easy 
to know by Septem ber 1st, and let it 
be known, public .sentiment will force 
a price to more than cover it. 
Farm ­ 
er. and the South have been told by 
New England interests that it only 
Costs from five to seven cents to 
produce cotton until they seem to be 
afraid to let the real cost be known, 
or stand for a price based upon it. 
They need not be afraid. 
The aver­ 
age cost has been about double the 
average selling price for the past 
forty years. 
Many of our best busi­ 
ness men have drifted into the false 
idea that farm ing is the duty of a 
certain class of people to produce 
what the world needs to eat and wear 
and 
be silent while someone else 
prices it. 
Not based upon cost but 
based upon the fai m er’* inability to 
resist anj price made by the usurpers 
of the fa r m e r s duty to make their 
own price. 


But “ what is farm ing” ? Farm ers 
buy farms, if a ten ant he leases or 
rents a farm, to raise or produce pro­ 
ducts 
for 
sale. 
A 
m an u factu rer 
buys, builds or leases a factory to 
produce products for sale. 
They 
both invest their money and work for 
tin- same purpose. 
In reality, every 
farm in the South th at grows cotton 


IS a manufacturing p i n it, m anufac­ 
turing bales of cotton. 
It tu rn s out 
w hat is called raw cot'on for sale. 
I he mine owners turn out raw bar 
lead, pig iron or coal for sale. 
He 
is a producer of raw products for 
sale, the same as the far ner who pro­ 
duces raw cotton, wheat or corn. 
I have had to do with merchandis­ 
ing, 
m anufacturing, 
ta n k in g 
and 
farm ing. 
My hand w< nt into the 
same pocket, got out the same kind 
of money to invest in 
‘arm ing that 
went into the others. 
My aims and 
purpose in making the investments 
were th *1 same 
to make money by 
producing things for sale. 
The be- 
lief that the price of laid would ad ­ 
vance was a partial cause for the land 
investment and the same was true in 
buying a lot for the others. By a sys­ 
tem of bookkeeping I soon found 
there was a heavy loss in growing 
cotton w ith 
hired lab* r, although 
wages were very low. 
Growing cot­ 
ton on my land was loon left to 
tenants who had no choice in what 
they grew or the wages received. 
By investigation of th' 
system of 
price m aking for cotton I found no 
sane man would invest ( ne penny in 
merchandising, 
m anufacturing 
or 


banking if such mstsitution would 
dare adopt the system of price mak­ 
ing that is forced upon the cotton 
grower. 
But why not, they are in a 
like 
business 
for a like 
purpose? 
Let the merchant, m anu facturer and 
banker answer. 
Why the F armer hat a Different Sys­ 
tem of Price Making. 
There was a time in the United 
S tates when farm ers did not depend 
upon the things they grew' to provide 
them with money. 
They grew' crops 
for home consumption ami depended 
upon the natural products of the 
forest;-, plains and stream s for their 
money. 
Gradually these natural pro­ 
ducts gave way and farm products 
gradually 
became 
the 
source 
of 
money* supply. 
Dealers in what is 
called the staple nonperishable pro­ 
ducts, wheat, corn, oats and cotton, 
devised a system of price making for 
their protection which became the 
farm ers system, by virtue of them 
not having one of their own. 
For 
nearly half a century the producers 
of these products have sold them at 
the price thus made, which were 
little, if any more than half the cost 
of 
production. 
Several 
successful 
attem pts have been 
made by the 
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“ lf lh it bus ever get* running our job* are ruined” 


C artoon /ro m Tho Farm J o u rn al, J u ly I lf* 


farm ers and others in the past tw enty 
years to inject some aspe> t of com­ 
mercial price m aking into the sale of 
cotton, which will be fully explained 
in one of the future articles of this 
series. 
Thus we see farm ing is a business 
w ithout business principles being us­ 
ed in price m aking and sale. 
This 
weak place is bankrupting the farm er 
and those depending upon them. The 
farm ers who produce our stap h 1 farm 
products can no more maintain th* m- 
seive- and their families and support 
their schools, churches, roads and 
the businesses depending upon them 
without sonde supervision over the 
price than can a m erchant or other 
m anufacturer without it. 
The ad­ 
vantage.^ recieved from the natural 
products of this country grass, tim ber 
and free, or near free, land which 
in the past have supplemented the 
loss in the price of our staples, ate 
gone for ever and each pound of 
cotton, each bushel of corn, wheat 
and oats, must give account of cost 
of production based upon good farm ­ 
ing and a fair rem uneration for in­ 
dustry and thrift, if the business can 
be expected to continue in the hands 
of those fitted to care for the soil and 
maintain its fertility. 
The business 
of farm ing is not pleasant enough 
to att rat t men to it for its pleasure 
promises. 
There must be as m uch 
certainty of rem uneration in it as 
there is in any other avocation re­ 
quiting a similar investment and good 
judgm ent of operation. 
This can 
be only by controlling the price. In 
other words, farm ing is a business 
and must be placed upon a business 
b a e , and how ta do th at i- the aim of 
this series of articles.
